LONDON, Aug. 21.—Destruction of the 
British submarine E-13, which grounded | 
early yesterday on Saltohrim island, was 
announced by the admiralty late today 
in a statement declaring German sub- 
marines violated Danish neutral waters | 
in an attack on a disabled British under- 
Sn boat. Part of the crew was rescued. 

Commander Layton of the submarine 
reported that the B-13 went aground 
early Thureday and that all éfforts to 
refioat the vessel failed. A Danish tor- 
pedo boat patrolling the nearby coast 
hailed the disabled submarine and noti- 
fied Commander Layton that the vessel 
must be floated within twenty-four hours, 
or the crew would be interned and the 
submarine heid. !

Washington, D. C., Aug. 21.—Reason- 
able doubt as to conditions surrounding 
the sinking of the White Star liner Arabic 
has decided the Washington government 
to proceed with deliberation in its pur- 
pose to fix responsibility for the loss of at 
least two American lives and the jeo- 
pardizing of a score of others. 


Therefore Germany will be given an 


opportunity to explain this last sea trag- 
edy and, if possible, to show whether con- 
ditions justified the German submarine 
commander in sinking the liner in appar 

ent disregard of the solemn protest of the 
United States government against the de- 
struction of merchant vessels bearing 
American passengers without proper 
warning and opportunity for succor. 


Visits Wilson. 


Lansing 

President Wilson and Secretary 
conferred today on the Arabic situation 
with the text of the two messages from 
Ambassador Page at London before them, 
giving details of the destruction of the 
ship as far as they have been gathered 
from American survivors, 


The ambassador and consular officials 


in England have been instructed to sup- 
plement their reports with all available 
information referring upon the physica) 
fr sults, of the tragedy. . 


The reports will be studied carefully, 


but in the meantime the German state- 
ment will be sought. j 


Inquiry by Gérard. 


Ambassador Gerard at Berlin will be in- 
structed to look to the German govern- 
ment for an explanation of the sinking of 
tne Arabic, or at least for a statement of 
the facts so far as they have been r- 
ported to the admiralty by the submarine 
commander. That this might takea fort- 
night is realized from the fact that the 
German admiralty has heretofore de- 
clared that it could communicate with 
submarines on the ocean lanes only with 
difficulty and often it was necessary to 
await their return to home ports. 


It is recalled that so far the state depart- 


ment has been unable to procure reports 
from the German foreign office in the case 
of the Orduna, shelled more than a fort- 
night ago, and the same delay has been 
experienced in the Leelanaw and Nebras- 
kan cases. 


Must Give Berlin Time. 
Notwithstanding the possibility of de- 


lay, it has been decided that in a matter, 
of such gravity and importance the ami- 
ties of diplomatic intercourse, as well as 
a sense of justice, require that the Ger- 
man government be given full opportu- 
nity to present its side of the case before 
the action to be taken by the United 
States is determined upon. 


Some officials thought there were tnoon- 


sistencies in the statements of some of 
the survivors as to what actually took 
place. 


They also noted the action of British 


news censors in suppressing press dis- 
patches dealing with detaile of the trag- 
edy as an indication that there might be 
some condition surrounding the sinking of 
the Arabic which might materially qual- 
ify first judgment passed upon the work 
of the German submarine commander. 


Official Dispatches Brief. 


At any rate, official dispatches today 
referred only to the casualty list and 
threw no Mght on the features of the 
tragedy, on which the state department 
seeks information. 

Considering the state department’s or- 
der yesterday to the vice consul at Queens- 
town to secure affidavits from all of the 
American passengers and, if possibie, 
from the officers of the Arabic, some dis- 
appointment was expressed that so far

Riga Important Russ Port. 

Riga, next to Petrograd, the capita! of 
the Russian empire, is the most importani 
Russian seaport on the Baltic sea. It is 
situated on the Gulf of Riga, and there- 
fore is a landlocked harbor. The mouth 
bf the gulf is heavily fortified and by na- 
ture is excellently adapted to the protec- 
tion of mine flelds. The Gulf of Riga and, 
farther north, the Gulf of Finland, at the 
extreme eastern end of which Petrogred is

If it develops that the Arabic was sunk 

while attacking the submarine, this 
country will inform Great Britain that if 
American ports are to remain open to 
British merchant vessels during the re- 
mainder of the war the admiralty muat 
instruct all Britieh merchant command- 
ere to observe the law regarding mer 
chantmen. Some months ago a reward 
of $5,000 was offered to the first British 
merchantman to sink an enemy subma- 
rine. Instructions are algo understood to 
have been given to all British merchant- 
men to combat submarines where there 
ig more than an even possibility of com 
ing out victorious. 
It ip generally beleved here that a 
threat by the United States to deny Brit- 
inh veapels the privilege of entering Amer- 
ican ports unless they divest themselves 
ertirely of a fighting character, making 
them ' properly subject to attack without 
warning, will bring from the admiralty in 
London strong instructions to British sex 
captains not to attempt offensive tactics 
against submarines.

LOSS OF ARABIC 


Liner Absolved, as'tt Is Found 
39 Persons, Two of Them 
Americans, Were Kile. 


BULLETIN. 

_ LIVERPOOL, Aug. 21.—The Red 
Star liner Lapland, with thirteen 
American passengers on board and 
for which apprehension had been 
felt, arrived safely today. 

LONDON, Aug. 22.—With It known post- 
tively that thirty-nine persons, two of 
them Americans—Mrs. Josephine L.. Bru- 


guiere and Dr. Edmund F. Wood—were 
drowned when the Arabic was torpedoed 


‘| on Thursday by a German submarine, dis- 


cussion today turned to the causes for 
the big liner's destruction. 

Information received in official quarters 
and the stories told by passengers make 
clear three important points in regard to 
the attack. They follow: 

First—The. Arabic was torpedoed 
without warning. 

Second—The liner was not convoyed 
by a British warship. The admiralty 
office makes definite and emphatic 
statements to this effect. 

Third—The Arabic did not try to ram 
the submarine. One passenger, who 
said he saw the submarine, said it ap- 
peared from under the bow of the. 
Dunsley, where it could not have been 
seen by Capt. Finch, who was on the 
bridge of the Arabic. 


Data Cabled to Washington. 

Practically all the American survivore 
made affidavits concerning the sinking of 
the Arabic upon their arrival at Queens- 
town. Other statements were taken here 
and Ambassador Page today cabled a 
summary to the state department at 
Washington. The exact contents of his 
message were not given out, but it was 
understood he reported all the Americans 
agreed the ship was torpedoed without 
warning. 

The attack grows more inexplicable 
the more testimony of circumstances sur- 
rounding it is received. The favorite so- 
lution of English and Americans here is 
that it constitutes an answer to the oth- 
erwise unanswered American note to Ger- 
many. 

Others designate it as a “ mad dogact,” 
constituting a demonstration of Admiral 
von Tirpltz's thorough determination of 
the war policy and his determination to 
sink anything within Germany's pro- 
claimed war zone. 


Find 39 Persons Missing. 

The White Star line officials tonight 
completed a careful check of the persons 
aboard the liner when it was attacked, 
with the survivors. It is stated that 
twelve cabin passengers, six steerage pas- 
sengera, and twenty-one members of the 
crew cannot be accounted for and must 
be put down as lost. i 
* Bodies of two of the victims, the first 
recovered, were taken to Queenstown and 
placed in a morgue to await identifica- 
tion. 

The patrol ship Adventurous put in at 
the Irish city with three of the Arabic's 
lifeboats, picked up five miles from where 
the liner was torpedoed. In one was the 
body ofa woman, the face slightly bruised 
by the wreckage. In a second boat was 
the body of a man, believed to be a stew- 
ard of the liner, whois among the persons 
missing. 


Berlin Is Jubilant. 

The Amsterdam correspondent of the 
Exchange Telegraph sent the following 
message today regarding the feeling in 
Berlin over the torpedoing of the Arabic. 

“ The Berlin Lokal Anzeiger is jubilant 
over the sinking of the Arabic, declaring 
Germans have special] reasons for jubila- 
tion, as it seems all thé passengers and 
crew were saved. 

“ The Lokal Anzeiger also rejoices over 
the Zeppelin raids on England, declaring 
‘Why should the British be spared while 
their dear Russian allies are so emphatic- 
ally feeling the strength of our sword?’ "’ 

First reports in Berlin that the Arabic 
had been sunk by a German submarine, 
but that all Americans aboard had been 
saved, caused widespread rejoicing. 
Later, when it was established that there 
was loss of American lives, this feeling 
changed to one of deep concern. 

The American colony received the news 
of the Arabic’s sinking calmly, as did

ACTION NEEDED 
COLONEL AVERS 
Mere Severing of Relations 


Is Sacrifice of Honor, 
Roosevelt Asserts. 


New York, Aug. 21,—[Special.]—Col. 
Theodore Roosevelt today broke the si- 
lence he has maintained about this coun- 
try’s international relations with Ger- 
many since the. sinking of the Lusitania. 
Referring to the destruction of the Arabic, 
Col, Roosevelt said it would be a fresh 
sacrifice of American honor and interests 
for the administration merely to dismies 
Count von Bernstorff, the German am- 
bassador, and sever diplomatic relations 
with Germany. The colonel’s statement 
reiterates more forcibly his previous ut- 
terances on the subject, maintaining that 
the time for words passed long ago. 


Hopes Administration Will Act. 

“I see it suggested in the papers,”’ Col. 
Roosevelt said, “ that the German answer 
to our last note, which is the sinking of 
the Arabic by a German submarine and 
the consequent murder of American citi- 
zens, will be adequately met by the ad- 
ministration dismissing Von Bernstorff 
and severing diplomatic relations with 
Germany. I earnestly hope the adminis- 
tration will not take this view, for to do 
sO would be a fresh sacrifice of American 
honor and interests. 

“The president's note to Germany in 
February was an excellent note if only 
it had been lived up to. But every subse- 
quent note has represented nothing but 
weakness and timidity on our part, and 
the sinking of the Lusitania and of the 
Arabic, the attacks on the Gulfight and 
the Falaba, and ail the similar incidents 
that have occurred represent arrogant 
answers which this weakness has in- 
spired. |

CALLS PLAN MADNESS.

COPENHAGEN, Aug. 21L—"'An epitome 
of madness’’—that is what Imperial Chan- 
cellor von Bethmann-Hollweg is reported 
to have exclaimed when the memorial 
reached him from the six most powerful,. 
influential, and centralized of the great 
economic organizations in Germany, de- 
manding a general policy of annexation 
for conquered -provinces as a basis of 

peace. 

These requirements upon the chancellor 
and the government included no prema- 
ture peace, no easygoing peace, no peace 
that did not involve the full political ex- 
ploitation of the final m‘titary successes; 
that the price of victory must be com- 
mensurate with the sacrifices, the blood 
of hundreds of thousands, and the colonial 
empire; that Belgium be annexed in all 
but name, its legislation in respect to mil- 
itary, customs, coinage, finance, postof- 
floes, railways, waterways, to be German- 
ized; that all big economic enterprises be 
placed under German direction. 

Furthermore, the memoria! advocates 
control of the’ Belgian seaports, annex- 
ation of the French coast as far as 
the Somme as an outlet to the At- 
lantic and a strategic aeceasity against 
attack from England; annexation of 
the Briey ore region and the coal 
regions of the departments Du Nord 
and Pas de Calais; that Verdun, Belfort, 
‘and the western slope of the Vosges must 
be added to Germany for strategic rea- 
sons; that the safety of Hast Prussia 
from Russia demanded the annexation of 
the adjacent Russian terirtory; that coal 
be one effective means of political influ- 
ence. 
Counter Memorial Presented. 

“ An epitome of madness,” the chancel- 
lor ia said to have characterized the 
sweeping demands of thie memorial, to 
which the Delbrueck, Dernberg-Wolf me- 
morial, I cabled recently, is a protest and 
ecunter-memorial to the government. 

I specially state that I do not give the 
chancellor's alleged exclamation as fact, 
a'though I have it on what is thought to be 
good authority; but I give it for what it 
may be worth in throwing light upon the 
trend of thought in certain circles in Ger- 
Many opposed by others.

These organizations not only represent 
the politically powerful reactionary agra- 
riens or junkers, but also the highly cen- 
tralized influences of the mighty indue- 
tria! concerns, including at least a por- 
ticn, if not all, of the Krupp interesta 1. 

Von Jagow Dodges Reply.

Bold Stroke Guts Off Line of

Mudros, Near Bastern Base of Allies, 
Aug. 20., via Athens, Greece, Aug. 21.— 
Through 4 bold stroke the British army 
has deat’ the Turks a humiliating and 
disastrous reverse, resulting in the cap- 
ture and destruction of the main lines of 
communication between Constantinople 
and the forces defending the Gallipoli 
peninsula, thus entirely cutting off the 
ammunition and food supply. This 
strategic success, it is calculated by the 
allies, will equal the .effect upon the 
Balkan political situation of the fall of 
Warsaw. 

The demoralization and surrender of 
the Turkish army defending Gallipoli 
peninsula are predicted for the near fu- 
ture. 

The opening of the Dardanelles and the 
eventual fall of Constantinople are now 
said to be inevitable, and it is only’ s 
matter of time before the twentieth cen- 
tury crusaders will raise the standard of 
Christianity on the mosque of St. Sofia. 

Allies Spring a Coup. 

The result was brought about by & 
gigantic ruse. Huge and heavily 
equipped forces were concentrated by the 
British and French on various inland 
bases near the Asia Minor seacoast. The 
allies made a great display, indicating an 
intention to invade Asia Minor. There- 
upon the Turks threw every resource of 
the nation into the defense of the sea- 
coast. Warships of the allies made sev- 
eral violent demonstrations against the 


\newly constructed works. The Turks 


rushed every available man to-the de- 
fense of Smyrna, Adramyti, and other 


a known rendezvous. The Turks, learn- 
ing that the British army was moving, 
prepared to give it a hot reception at 
any point along the entire coast of Asia 


compass. There were hundreds of trans- 
ports, destroyers, cruisers, and trawlers 
bristling with khaki clad soldiers. 

The huge expeditionary force—one of 
the largest ever launched at the heart of 
an enemy’s country—weas flung against the 
Turks at the spot where they least ex- 
pected it. The landing was orderly, scien- 
tific, and unopposed, and it was followed 
by a rapid advance toa positioh four miles 
inland, which was ‘mmediately fortified. 


Cut Off 100,000 Turks, . 

This move entirely severed the enemy's 
lines of communication, with the result 
that 100,000 Turks, or what is left of the 
seven army corps defending the penin- 
sula, are nearly surrounded and virtually 
besieged. The enemy's retreat is now 
impossible. Entirely cut off from escape,

The landing was splendidly executed. 
Under the supervision of the navy, half 
a thousand small boats, launches and 
pinnaces, bristling like porcupines with 
fixed bayonets, carried the troops quietly 
ashore and returned repeatedly fur fresh 
loads.

Carranza’s Reply Not Awaited. 

Only the formal reply from Gen. Car- 
ranga rejecting the suggestiona of diplo- 
matic representatives of the seven Amcr- 
ican nations is now needed to convince 
officials here that there is no hope for the 
restoration of peace in Mexico except by 
the use of force. The Carranza reply is 
expected te be received not later than 
Tuesday, which is the last day in the ten 
indicated by the diplomats as a reason- 
able period within which the answers 
should be forwarded. 

Gen. Carranza expects to send his reply 
from Mexico City. In it he will again 
state his claims to the leadership in Mex- 
lco and ask for recognition fram the 
United States and the six other republics.

A tip from the London police sent fif- 
teen government revenue and customs

street yesterday in search of raw opium. 

Efforts of the raiders were fruitless, in 
so far as op!um was concerned, but they 
brought back to the federal building cor- 
respondence between Chinese business 
houees and oplum firms in Bangkok, 
Siam, which may lead to wholesale ar- 
rests on charges of smuggling. 

It is known that the Siam opium firms, 
mentioned in the correspondence taken, 
have supplied London firms with the drug, 
and it is believed these oriental corpora- 
tions have done the same thing for Chi- 
cago Chinese opium dealers. 

No arrests were made by the revenue 
and customs agente who were in charge of 
Dan Chapin, revenue agent at Chicago. 
They were armed only with search war- 
rants. Seven Chinese stores, three of 
them on Twenty-second street, it is said, 
were visited by the raiders and in four of 
the seven correspondence wiih the Sian 
firms was diseovered.

N. Y., Aug. 21.—[Special.)—A letter 
has recently been received by a student 
in this camp from an Englishman who 
has just lost his only son at the Darda- 
elles. 

“T can bear the loss of my boy,” he 

i writes, “* but I can never learn to bear the 

thought that he did not even have a sport- 

ing chance.” 

This feeling, shared by thousands of 
British fathers and mothers, explains the 
reason for and the object of this camp. 
Without trained officers it would be im- 
possible to train troops. The regular 
officers of the present army would all be 
needed ten times over in the first line. 
And even if troops could be trained with- 
out experienced officers they would be but 
cannon fodder. This is more clearly 
bomme..out each day. The students are 
learn how complex, how highly fin- 
ished, but how practically and fundamen- 
tally sound this military machine is. 


Army Plans Carefully Laid. 

The foundations for a greater United 
States army appear to be well laid. Corm- 
mon sense and economy of time and life 
are the guiding principles. But experi- 
ence in each detail! is needed to complete 
the whole. Like parts of a clock, all must 
be in place and working smoothly or the 
result will be confusion if not chaoca, 

A striking example of the necessity for 
training and one which makes all realize 
‘the seriousness of the work is deploy- 
ment in extended order for the firing line. 

Gapt. Dorey, commander of the camp, 
expresses it as follows: ‘* Here discipline 
and accuracy are absolutely necessary. 
Success in battle now, as always, depends 
to a large extent on havipg the most men 
at the right place before the enemy gets 
there. If an attempt were made to march 
the men to their positions in close order 
they would all be killed before they ar- 
rived, and if a line were built up one man 
at a time it would be too slow. And so 
extended order tactics (the moving of a 
few men at a time) is adopted as the best 
method to use. 


Open Order Hard to Control. 

“The greatest difficulty with this sys- 
tem is that it is hard to control. When 
men become spread out they become un- 
manageable unless well disciplined. 
Therefore it is necessary in training to 
do the movements accurately and strict 
discipline must be enforced, even more 
than when the men are in the ranks. Ex- 
tended order naturally appears ragged. 
There seems to be confusion. And toadd 
to this extended order is used at a time 
when the enemy’s bullets are causing 
more disorder. Therefore the best disci- 
pline and training must be devoted to 
this and accuracy and precision re- 
quired.” | 

Each day the men spend several hours 
at this extended order, running forward 
fifty or a hundred yards in skirmish lines 
land throwing themselves flat on the 
ground. Often an unfortunate man 
comes down in a mud puddle. Then, at 
the order, they are up again, running 
forward, presumably under fire. 


Mey Betray Whole Line. 

If any man gets up too quickly he gives 
away the position of the whole detach- 
ment, drawing the enemy’s fire to sweep 
his companions when they arise. When 
deploying, the platoons (bodies of twenty- 
four or thirty-two men) distances are 
very carefully laid out. “ For,” said the 
company commander, " we figure that one 
shrapnel shell will wipe out a whole pla- 
toon and we must arrange our distances 
so that the next will not be caught. 

From this the civilian students see why 
untrained soldiers under untrained offi- 
cers are cannon fodder, and why the 
Englishman felt that his dead son had 
not “even had a sporting chance.” 


Rifle Fire Important. | 

Rapid and efficient rifle firing is vitally 
important in order to concentrate the 
greatest possible field of fire on the e>- 
emy. Great care is given in rifle practice. 
For three days the men have practiced 
sights, squinting eyes until they blur, 
and doing gallery work (firing at short 
distances at small targets). Last night 
the order went out to go on the “ range ” 
this morning, assembling at 5:30 a. m. 
Until the 10 o’clock taps the men sat 
around in little groups receiving instruc- 
tion from the United States Marine Corps

score book, cleaning their rifies, prac- 
ticing setting of sights and windage, and 
wondering how to figure their “ zero” 
om the new rifles. About 1a. m. a heavy 
thunderstorm struck and pleyed havoc in 
the camp. At 4:15 all were up, and after 
a hasty dressing, a half wash and break- 
fast, marched to the rifle range. Here 
the men were divided for the different 
targets, and each had five shots “ prone” 
and five “ kneeling.” 


Few Understand Small Arms. 

The conditions were difficult, for the 
men were inexperienced and there was no 
opportunity for detailed instruction, but 
this way of throwing the men on their 
own initiative is a good teacher. The de- 
lightful and reassuring, but dangerous 
theory that all Americans are born rifle 
shots is shattered by experience here. 
Probably the men of this camp have had 
considerably more than the average 
amount of shooting experience, and yet 
over a half have never used a rifle before 
and not more than a quarter have had any 
training of real value. Game shooting 
proves of little help. 
Again, the necessity for training is seen 
in the first aid work. Every soldier is 
taugnt to use the little first aid kit at- 
tached to his belt, to know the position of 
the main arteries, and so to be able to 
save the wounded from bleeding to death: 
how to put on a tourniquet, rough band- 
ages, and splints. How many Englishmen 


cause their comrades did not know how 
to help them! 

When Col. Roosevelt or Gen. Wood call 
for miiltary preparedness it is because 
their experience has taught them the ne- 
cessity for training, and the danger. And 
to the former it is doubly brought home, 
because he knows that in the event of 
war his four sons will go to the front. In 
this camp are two of his sons, a nephew, 
and a son-in-iaw—Dr. Richard Derby. In 
the previous students’ camp was his 
youngest boy. 

. We may well wonder how many of our 
“ anti-militaristic statesmen” -and their 
sons will do this.

OMMANDER THE HON. 
MAURICE NELSON 
HOOD of the Royal Na- 
val reserves, who, hav- 
ing been missing since 
‘the operations against 
‘the Germans in. Bel- 
gium last autumn, has 
now been judicially pre- 
sumed dead, was the 
only surviving son of 
Viscount Bridport. The 
latter represents two 
of England's greatest 
naval heroes—namely: 
Nelson and Hood. 
: When Admiral Lord 
Nelson fell inthe battle of Trafalgar he left 
no legitimate issue, and his honors passed to his 
only surviving elder brother, the Rev. Dr. Wil- 
liam Nelson, who, moreover, received in national 
recognition of Trafalgar the Earldom of Nelson, 
with a perpetual pension of $25,000 a fear, in- 
alienable from the earldom. 


The descent of the earldom and of the pension 
was most euriously arranged. For it was stipu- 
lated in the patent that in the event of the earl 
dying without male issue the peerages and the 
annuities should pass to the son of Mrs. Thomas 
Bolton of Wells, Norfolkshire, the eldest sister 
of the great admiral. 

Now, the son of the parson earl predeceased 
his father, who on his demise left an only daugh- 
ter. She, according to the Italian law of succes- 
sion, inherited from her father the Neapolitan 
Dukedom of Bronte, and all the valuable Sicilian 
estates on the slopes of Mount Etna, bestawed by 
King Ferdinand and Queen Caroline of Naples 
upon the great admiral for his defense of their 
throne against the French. . 

She became, therefore, Duchess of Bronte in 
her own right, and married the Hon. Samuel 
Hood, grandson of that famous admiral, Vis- 
count Hood, whose naval exploits included the 
defeat of the French fleet under the Comte de 
Grasse in 1782, his seizure of Toulon in 1793, and 
hie capture of the island of Corsica. 

> 


The Hon. Samuel Hood was also a grand- 
nephew of the first Viscount Hood's younger 
brother, Alexander Hood, who was created Vis- 
count Bridport for his victory over the French 
fleet at L’Orient. As this first Lord Bridport left 
no children his honors passed, by special remain- 
der, to his nephew, Samuel Hood, husband of the 
Duchess of Bronte; and thus the families of Nel- 
son and of Hood became united. | 

The eldest son of this union became third Lord 
Bridport through his father, and Duke of Bronte 
through his mother, joined the household of 
Queen Victoria in 1841, and save for a term of 
military service in the Crimea remained con- 
neeted with the court, first as equerry and then 


as lord in waiting, until his death in 1904.

The present Viscount Bridport is his eldest son, 
like him a soldier by profession, and is married 
to a sister of the late 
Earl of Ilchester. His 
only surviving son, 
now judicially declared 
to be dead, a victim of 
the war, had a rather 
stormy career, and was 
obliged to leave the 
navy, in which he held 
a lieutenancy, in con- 
sequence of his bank- 
ruptcy, He married a 
few years ago a Miss 
Eileen Kendall, known 
on the stage as Miss 
“Dorothy Orme,” 
cousin of that popular 
actress, “ Denyse Orme,” who is now a peeress of 
the realm as the wife of Loré Churston. The late 
Maurice Hood, who secured a commission in the 
naval reserve on the outbreak of the war, 
leaves a 4 year old boy of the name of Rowland 
by his marriage, who, if he lives, will succeed 
his grandfather as Viscount Bridport. 

The viscount no longer possesses the Dukedom 
of Bronte. The latter, by virtue of the late Lord 
Bridport’s will and by special arrangement with 
the Italian government, was bequeathed to the 
late peer’s younger son, the Hon. Alexander 
Hood, treasurer of Queen Mary’s household, her 
private secretary when she was Princess of 
Wales, and before that egntroller of the house- 
hold of her parents, the late Duke and Duchess 
of Teck. , 

When not engaged in his duties at court he ifs 
to be found at his home in Sicily, at the grand 
old castle of Maniaces, the estate bearing the 
name of Bronte. It is there that are preserved 
the huge chests, filled with Nelson’s private cor- 
respondence with his Egeria, Emma Lady Ham- 
ilton, with King Ferdinand and Queen Caroline 
of Naples, as well as all his official and confiden- 
tial correspondence with Prime Minister Pitt.

The church is one of the oldest in England 
and was consecrated In 1185, being built on the 
plan" of the Church of the Holy Sepulchre at 
Jerusalem. -When the order of Knights Temp- 
lars- was suppressed in 1312, the church, which 
is circular in shape, was turned over by the 
crown, along with other property of the Knights 
Templars, to Knights Hospitallers of St. John 
of Jerusalem, who in the reign of Edward III.

URING the hot season milk will not 
keep without ice. The city cor- 
sumer in the north gets milk once 
a’day. In the south there is a 
double daily delivery. Where the 
milk is hauled into the city by railroad 
train the milk is from 36 to 48 hours old 
when it reaches the cotisumer. This 
means that some of the milk consumed in 
northern cities is 96 hours old when it is 
consumed. Much of it is 72 hours old. In 
the south some of it is48 hours old. Much 
of it is 24 hours old. 
These facts mean just thie: If a man 
has a good refrigerator in his home ané 


the cow to the consumer, he should feed 
his babies on milk from the cow, provid- 
ed the mother cannot breast-feed them. 
Uniess there is an ice box and ice in the 
home, and unless the milk has been kept 
cold from the cow to the consumer, the 
baby should not be fed on cows’ milk. 
This is true in the summer time, whether 
the milk bought is certified, pasteurized, 
inspected, grade A, grade B, or any other 
Variety. 


—>- 

Willtams’ study shows that 45 per cent 
of the homes in Rochester, N. Y., do not 
take ice. It is probable that the same 
proportions would hold in other Amer- 
jean cities. In the country it would be 
higher still, but, then, the milk consumed 
by babies in the country would never be 
more than 8 hours old. 

Now, put this down as basic: A man 
who will pay a double price for certified 
milk and not buy ice with which to keep 
it is idiotic. Add this as a corollary: The 
doctor or nurse who persuades people to 
buy certified milk or other high priced 
milk without first making provision for 
an ice supply is lacking in common gense. 

The great majority of the babies are in 
homes where ice is not taken. What is 
the solution? The best solution by far 
ig to give the baby breast milk until it is 
old enough to take gruels, soups, cereals, 
and fruit juices. P 

However, with many thousands of 
women it is a question of the next best 
solution. The next best solution is a 
milk food or prepared food made from 
milk, as contrasted with milk commonly 
called fresh milk. What is the advantage 
and the disadvantage of each of these? 


> 

‘CONDENSED MILK—Condensed milk 
is sometimes called sweetened condensed 
milk. One gallon of ordinary market 
milk is evaporated in a vacuum 80 as to 
make two pints and one-quarter of con- 
densed milk. To the condensed product 
40 per cent of cane sugar is added. Men 
engaged in the trade tell me that the milk 
at one stage of the process is sterile, but 
certainly the finished productisnot. Itis 
evaporated at low temperature in a par- 
tial [7] vacuum in order not to burn the 
sugar. 

The finished product contains 8 to 11 per 
cent fat, 14 to 16 per cent milk sugar, 32 
to 41 per cent cane sugar, 9 to 12 per cent 
protein, and 2 to 2.5 per cent ash.. Sweet- 
ened condensed milk made from skimmed 
milk contains 2 per cent fat. The label 
on the can says: 

“By adding one part of water to one 
part of the contents of this can a re- 
sulting milk product will be obtained 
which will not be below the legal stand- 
ards for whole milk.”’ 
This statement is correct. A milk made 
by such dilution will contain: Fat, 5 per 
cent; sugars, 26 per cent; protein, 5 per 
cent, and ash, 1 per cent. Contrast this 
with the analysis of cow's milk, which is 
as follows: 

Fat, 3.5 per cent; sugar, 4 to 4.5 per 
cent; protein, 3.8 to 4 per cent; ash, 7 
per cent. 

—~o-— 

It will be seen that the condensed milk 
to which an equal part of water has been 
added is much richer than cow's milk, 
especially in sugar. If such a mixture 
be used instead of cow's milk and in the 
same proportions as cow's milk the baby 
will be very much overfed. If the dilu- 


can say, the mixture will be much too 
rich in sugar and much too weak in fats 
and protein. 

Babies fed the first way will get indi- 
gestion and diarrhcea. Babies fed the sec- 
ond way will be fat and soft. Many of 
them will develop scurvy, some rickets, 
and many will be weak in the legs and 
grow poorly, at least so long as they are 
on condensed milk. 

A 12 month old baby getting six tea- 
in seven 
ounces Of water at a feeding may get 
very fat, but it cannot thrive, because it 
does not get enough of the food elements 
needed for growth, even though it be fed 
every three hours night and day. 


-— 

A feeding rule generally Used now is 
to give one ounce and a half of milk 
in the twenty-four hours for each pound 
that the baby weighs and to add to this 
a tablespoonful of sugar and water 
enough to make five feedings. : 

When sweetened condensed milk is di- 
luted with an equa! quantity of water the 
product is about once and a half ag rich in 
all food ingredients as whole milk, except 
for sugar, the proportion of which is much 
greater. 

A better plan would be to give a fourteen 
pound baby one ounce and a half of con- 
| densed milk dissolved in seven to eight 

ounces of water asa feeding. Five such 
feedings in the twenty-four hours are 
enough. In addition there must be one 
feeding of breast milk or fresh cow’s milk, 
properly diluted, each day. Orance juice 
must be given. Sometimes a neighborly 
womar will nurse the baby once a day; 
sometim 3s not. In some cases the baby 
will not take the breast. 


~~ 
What are the’ reasons underlying these 
®uggestions? If there is no ice in the 
house baby cannot drink city so-called 
fresh cow’s milk. Sweetened condensed 
milk will keep without ice until the can 
is used up. But it is a cooked milk, and 
children fed on it exclusively get scurvy. 
To combat that orange juice is given. 
Babies will not grow unless their food 
contains enough proteid, enough fat, and 
a vitamine called lyein. In these sweet- 
ened condensed milk is deficient. One 
stomachful a day of breast milk or prop- 
erly diluted cow's milk will supply enough 
of the growing principle. During the

EVAPORATED MILK — Evaporated 
milk is sometimes known as unsweetened 
condensed milk. It is milk which has been 
evaporated {fn a vacuum. The heating Is 
done at a higher temperature than in 
the case of sweetened condensed milk. 
At the moment when the can is opened the 
milk is sterile. This is necessary, a5 
evaporated milk does not have that ex- 
cess of sugar, which in the case of sweet- 
ened condensed milk prevents bacteria 
from multiplying. 

Analysis of evaporated milk shows: 

Fat—9 to 12 per cent. 

Milk sugar—i3 to 15.5 per cent. 
Proteins—9 to 12 per cent. 
Ash—1.6 to 2.3 per cent. 

The label on this milk states that when 
diluted with an equal quantity of water it 
gives a product above the legal require- 
ments for milk. Evaporated milk, thus 
diluted, would compare with cow's milk 
as follows:

Evaporated milk, one part to boiled 
water two parts, has nearly the composi- 
tion of whole so-called fresh cow's milk. 
It is inferior to cow's milk in that it has 
been cooked and is therefore somewhat 
deficient in the anti-scurvy principle and 
in the growth principle, lysin. 


—_ 

Evaporated milk is sterile at the mo- 
ment the can is opened. Fresh milk, 
when opened imthe house, contains a 
few thousand or a few hundred thousand 
bacilli. Bacteria multiply more rapidly 
in fluid milk than in evaporated milk. 

Evaporated milk, therefore, at the end 
of forty-eight hours after the can has 
been opened, meanwhile having been kept 
at room temperature, is in better condi- 
tion than fluid milk kept at the same tem- 
perature and under the same conditions 
will be at the end of twenty-four hours. 
The disadvantage of evaporated milk is 
that it has been treated. Its use, there- 
fore, leads to scurvy, rickets, and defi- 
cient growth. 

A disadvantage, as compared with 
sweetened condensed milk, is that it does 
not keep so well after the can has been 
opened. From the standpoint of spoiling, 
sweetened condensed milk is fool-proof. 
Evaporated milk is not. 

Therefore, under the very worst of home 
conditions sweetened condensed milk is 
to be preferred.

As compared ‘with fluid milk, evapo- 
rated milk keeps better and is never in- 
fected with tubercle, typhoid, or diph- 
theria bacilli, foot and mouth, septic 
sore throat, or scarlet fever organisms, 
Its disadvantage is that it induces scurvy, 
rickets, and poor growth.

Chicago, Aug. 17.—[Editor of The Trib- 
une.J—In your “ Editorial of the Day” 
called “ Leaving the Lawyers Out’ the 
Engineering Record is quoted as saying: 
‘Many another engineering problem 
would be well on the way toward solution 
were the opposing engineers left to agree 
upon the facts and adjust differences of 
opinion between themselves, instead of 
intrusting the negotiations to lawyers 
with Mttle appreciation of the engineer: 
ing features of the problem.” 

This advice ought to please the lawyers, 
for that plan, if followed, means endless 
business for them. 

Contracts drawn by laymen are one of 
the greatest sources of litigation known 
to the law. There is always some dispute 
about them. Some important element is 
feft out, or the meaning is not clear—a 
judge has to construe the instrument and 
decide what the parties were trying to 
get at—and finally damages are awarded 
to the aggrieved party, or they have to 
start all over again with a loss of both 
time and money. Eventually half a dozen 
lawyers are called in to straighten out a 
tangle that never would have existed if 
one good lawyer had drawn uP a proper 
contract in the first place. 

The people referred to in the editorial 
completed the preliminaries of their busi- 
ness in forty-five minutes without a law- 
yer. They may, before they get through 
with it, get into litigation that may take 
four years in coming to a conchusion.

ARIS, July 21.—The sun “Was throwing golden cross 
lights over the cathedral of Reims when we came 
rr little silent square beneath the splendid western 
poe I had had many glimpses of its lofty pres¢nce 
ore; “72 smoke stained walls, the springing 
tresses, t:ee at “very angle above the wreck of all less- 
er buildings in the city. As seen first from afar, now 
in the full nearer view, the surprising thing was) the 
majesty of the windowless, roofless, defaced cathedral. 
Acres upon acres of other. buildings here in Reims 
have crumbled utterly, but not even the German guns 
have succeeded in destroying the dignity of this andient 
monument. It still stands, firm and mighty; dominat- 
ing its ruined city, as if too old, too deeply rooted in 
the soil of France to be crustied by her enemies. After 
nearly a year of bombardment it still raises its muti- 
lated face in dum» protest above the crumbled dwell- 
of its people, who for once it cannot proféct from the barbarian. 
Not that the Germans have spared the cathedral in their senseless bom- 
berdment of Reims! On the contrary, from the first day when their own 
wounded lay within its walls and were carried out of the burning builéing 
by the French, until this very morning, when a shell tore at the ground 
beneath the east buttresses, hitherto untouched, the Germans seem to have 
taken a peculiar, vicious delight in shelling the cathedral. They have dam- 
aged it beyond the possibility of complete repair, even should they miracu- 
jously @t this late date be touched by shame for what they have done|and 
refrain from further ‘violence. The glorious glass of the great windows has 
been broken into a million fragments; many of the finely executed moldings 
and figures—irreplaca%le specimens of a forgotten art—have been crushed; 
jarge Surfaces of wall pounded and marred with deep gashes. It is as if a 
puge, fat German hand had ground itself across a delicately molded face, 


pmearing and smudging with vindictive energy its glorious beauty. No,’ 


Reims cathedral will bear the brutal’scars forever, even if the vandal hand 
is stopped at this point. It can never again be what it was—the full, mar- 
yelous flowering of Gothic art, a precious heritage from dim centuries long 
past. Like a woman at the full tide of life who has been outraged and de- 
fied, all the perfection of her complete being defaced in a moment of brutal 
yiolence, she will live om afterward with a certain grandeur of horror in 
her eyes, of tragic dignity that can never utterly be erased from her put- 
raged person. So it must be with the cathedral of Reims—if henceforth it 
were to be spared from further violence. : 

Why the Germans have not completed the destruction of the cathedral 
J cannot say. Perhaps the guns they have’ at this point are not heavy 
ehough to crumble such a magnificent mass of solid stone; they would have 
to bring up those special siege guns which they borrow from the Austrians 
when they have some specially “kolossal” deed to accomplish. These runs 
probably are not far off-——Sefore Verdun—and we know how cuandent bees 
scientious the German is when he sets himself to a task of destruction. | No, 
I fear they have not yet finished with Reims! Meanwhile the almost daily 
smearing of the huge hand goes on, erasing now this, now another tender 
beauty from the helpless cathedral. 

A French officer, speculating on the German intentions with that: ad- 
mirably dispassionate intelligence with which the French consider these 
barbarian manifestations of the German mind, remarked: “At present they 
seem to be engaged in ringing the cathedral with shell fire, as if to see how 
close they can come without hitting the cathedral itself. But of course from 
a distance of seven or eight miles they sometimes miss.” The cloisters have 
ceen almost razed; the old Hotel du Lion, where years ago I spent an/un- 
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scrgettable evening opposite the cathedral, which was bathed !n moonlight, 
es been riddled. There is no military reason, I repeat, for the bombard- 
ment of this quarter of Reims around the cathedral—it is deserted.

BERNARD SHAW. 
HAW satirises English “junkerism” with its foolish haughtiness and. 
pernicious ignorance of continental ideas and values. He scourges 
English hypocrisy and confirms what Henry Labouchére asserted be- 
fore him in his Truth: that England started the race in armaments 
and that it is insincere and ridiculous to oppose the’ British lamb to 
the German wolf. He laughs at the fiction of England’s being a democracy, 
this very England where one man’s will sufficed to entangle the nation in 
war and to pledge all its riches to the foreign allies. Shaw mostly makes 
interesting reading, but one must keep in mind two things while enjoying 
his anti-conventional audacities, Shaw is a wit and he takes so much pleas- 
ure in dialectic jugglery that he loses himself occasionally. A firework does 
He ought to pray every day: My God, give me 
simplicity! | - 

Then he is a Socialist. He certainly was not made to be a pillar of a 
party, but probably he felt that he needed a foothold, and that without a 
little bit of “terra firma” he would evaporate into iridescent bubbles. There- 
fore his fight against “militarism.” “ Militarism must be crushed.” All 
right, I can understand the program, although I do not approve it, But one 
should not forget that militarism is something spiritual, a complex of ideas, 
a conception of life, an ideal even, and that it fs difficult to crush the spirit. 
If militarism was nothing but a large army, a big fleet, submarines, and 
poisonous ~gases, it would be relatively easy (and meritorious) to crush it, 
But as it means obedience to parents, reverence to your elders, subordina- 
tion to your superiors, training for hardships, developing of courage, perse- 
verance and patience, discipline, tradition, organization, and a thousand 
other things, this aim cannot be attained by force of arms. It can only be 
attained by the evolution of the human soul.

HOUSTON STEWART CHAMBERLAIN. 

OUSTON STEWART CHAMBERLAIN is an Englishman; his father 
was an English admiral. He has lived in Germany for the last 
thirty years and has written several books about German “kultur” 
(“ Kant.” “Wagner.” “Foundations of the Nineteenth Century”). 
Shortly after the beginning of the war he drew up a terrible indict- 
ment of the English nation, which the reader will find in the July number of 
the North American Review. I can only quote a few short sentences here: 
“Among those fables which have caused me most annoyance I must reckon 
the so-called ‘political liberty’ of England. From the very beginning it 
has been nothing more than the liberty of a caste.” “Today England has 
nothing to show of geniality, nor broad, good-natured humor, nor gayety— 
so far as the national life is concerned. All is haste, money, noise, pomp, 
vulgarity, ostentation, arrogance, envy.” “There is no human type more 
brutal than the brutal Englishman, for brutality forms the very basis of 

his being.” | 

Although we Germans fee) proud that a man like Chamberlain has im- 
mersed himself in German myth, poetry, science, and music with such an 
enthusiasm as his books prove, we are bound to admit that this very en- 
thusiasm has misied him often. He likes sweeping assertions, captivating 
generalities, and exclusive theories. His “ Foundations of the Nineteenth 
Century” have demonstrated these tendencies sufficiently. We are cool 
blooded enough to see that his accusations against England overshoot the 
aim. Probably every Englishman would do good to think them over served 


ly, as they all contain a certain amount of truth, but we decline to swear 
“in verba magistri.” This guide has too much temperament to be abso- 
lutely safe. We Germans have admired England for so many years, we 
have learned so much from her, we have wooed her so long (Bismarck said: 
“The English won't allow us to love them”) that we would simply be 
ridiculous if we took Chamberlain's condemnation at its face value.

OME months ago the London magazine, the Statesman, published a 
correspondence between two prominent Englishmen, Sir Harry John- 
ston and Mr. EB. ‘W. Morel. (It has been translated into German and 
published in Berlin by Julius Springer.) _Sir Harry Johnston has been 
general consul in Uganda and earned high praise for his humane

Taft on Federal Control of Quarantine. 


(Every part of the country is inter- 
ested in the quarantine station at the 
port of New York, for immigrants pass- 
ing through it scatter to every state and 
almost every city and town. Quaran- 
ting work in most ports of the United 
States is in the hands of federal authori- 
ties, but in New York the state still 
controls. Recently there has been much 
discussion of turning this over to the 
government, as Boston did a short time 
ago, Speaking from his experience with 
federal health officers in the Philippines 
and other plague infected regions, ez- 
President Taft is an eager advocate of 
the federal plan. The following is a 
digest of a paper. prepared by Mr. Taft 
for the New York Academy of Medi- 
cine and reproduced here by his personal 
permission. It ia especially timely be- 
cause of the heavy immigration expect- 
ed at the close of the war, some of it 
no doubt from the countries through 
which typhus and cholera have swept.) 


By William Howard Taft. 


OR many years I have been inter- 
ested in the subject of preventive 
medicines. I have hed official re- 
eponsibilities with respect to its in- 
vestigation and its work. 

The Spanish wer, though we may de- 
plore war, did in some respects great good. 
It brought the American profession of 
medicine into active study of tropical dis- 
eases. It brought the army medica! corps, 
the naval! medical corps, and the public 
health service of the federal government 
into situations that stimulated their ac- 
tivity. And I venture to say that the 
work of all these corps since we went into 
Cuba in 1898 has reflected the highest 
credit on the American profes#ion of 
medicine. 

For in this time there has been greater

nuisance that Cuba had become was 
largely due to the yellow fever and to 
the dangerous proximity to that country 
from which ships came constantly to our 
st.ores. 

The suggestion has been made that the 
United States government's health bu- 
reaus had not a large enough experience 
to be trusted with quarantine in New 
York. I want to run through with some 
of our experiences to see whether that is 
true. 

We did away with the Yellow fever mos- 
quito in Cuba through our army medical 
corps. In Panama we tackled the mala- 
rial mosquito. In the Philippines we had 
plague, smallpox, beriberi, and cholera. 
We had there Dr. Richard Strong, now 
professor of tropical diseases at Har- 
vard, who did so much in China; Dr. J. 
A. Perry and Dr. Victor G. Heiser of the 
public health service, who took charge 
of the entire health of the Philippines and 
conducted the quarantine at every port. 
And when one is a quarantine officer in 
the Philippines, in the neighborhood of 
Chine and the far orient, he has to be, if 
I may use the technical expression, “ on 
the job.” 

_. 

We had smallpox and vaccinated 10,- 
000,000 people in the Philippines. Some 
critic will remark that there were only 
8,000,000 inhabitants in the Philippine 
islands. True, but some were vaccinated 
twice. We had 40,000 cases a year then; 
now there are only a few hundred. In 
some of the provinces there were 6,000 
cases a year. After every one was vac- 
cinated there were no cages at all, 

Then beribert. This disease, it le said, 
we do not understand in the federal gov- 
ernment. Why, we were treating It when 
I was in the Philippines, and have been 
at it ever since. They think they bave 
discovered now what the trouble is—pol- 
ished rice. If those who make rice the | 
chief part of their diet would eat rough 
or unhuilled rice they would not get the 
disease. If this proves to be the cause 
there is certainly great hope that we can 
prevent great destruction of life from the 
disease. 

We had cholera in the Philippines—even 
an epidemic of it. This was due chiefly 
to the difficulty of keeping people away 
from the river which was the water sup- 


back. We introduced the cholera serum | 
and Dr. Strong applied it. We put ina 
new water supply and sewerage system, 
pumping sewage into the sea, and at last 
made Manila as healthful a place as there 
is in the tropics. ; 


~~ 

We had plague out there. We learned 
something from Japan and. instituted 
what they have long had in Japan—cru- 
gades against rats. 

Then there is our federal experience 
with leprosy. When we went there, there 
was one leper hospital in Manila, another 
in Camerines, and the treatment of the 
lepers in the outlying districts was most 
cruel. We took a census of the lepers 
and found there were ten or fifteen thou- 
sand. Then they were gathered together 
and taken to a beautiful island and given 
houses and farms. Now they are as hap- 
py a8 people can be who have that disease. 

Yellow fever: Maj. Gen. Gorgas, then 
Dr. Gorgas, was working away on the 
problem while I was visiting Panama. 
Gorgas worked, as you know, to good 
purpose. He made discoveries about the 
mosquito that likes swamps and lives in 
proximity to human beings. We burned 
down part of Panama in tryitig to fumi- 
gate it and had to pay damages, but they 
were worth it. We got out the fever. 

Malaria: Seventy per cent of the na- 
tives have it. When I went down there 
first it seemed impossible that any prog- 
ress could be made. But Gorgas got rid 
of the mosquito. 

Hookworm: In Porte Rice, Dr. Ash 
diseovered hookworm end with the pub- 
lic health service went through the busi- 
ness of reducing the amount of that dis- 


ease. 

And then typhoid: There were 120,000 
men in the Spanish war of 1898, and 20.- 
000 cases of typhoid with a. mortality 
rate of 7 per cent. In 1911 we sent 18,000 
men to the Texas border. Now, when I 
heard the setatement that I'm going to 
make to you, I did not believe it myself 
but went over to the war department to 
learn the truth and the reason. Here is 
the statement: 

Among those 18,000 men, only one case 
of typhoid accured. The army had been 
inoculated with antitoxin. The one 
case was @ teamster who had not been 
vaccinated.

CONCLUSIONS—These quotations may not prove that England is wrong 
and Germany is right, but this is not what I am aiming at.

Under “ Voive 
of the People” I see almost every day one or two letters which strongly 
request the editors of this paper to choose between these two alternatives. As 
I am only a guest here, I suppose I may congratulate these gentlemen on 
their good humored leniency.

view here today. 

When asked concerning an investiga- 
tion by the civil service commission and 
the police department of plain clothes men 
Yor small grafting he was quick in de- 
mouncing the evil of such grafting 
wherever it exists, but denied knowledge 
of such investigation at the present time. 

“You have brought me the first infor- 
mation I have of any such investigation,"’ 
he said. “It may be the civil service 
gommission is making such an investi- 
pation with the intention of reporting to 
me later. but I know nothing of it.” 


How About Free Cigars? 

The chief was then asked: “ Do you 
know that the Bismarck and other sum- 
mer gardens furnish free meals, cigars, 
and other favors to plain clothes men, 
presumably for the purpose of receiving 
preter in return?” 

“The Bismarck ” a high class place,” 
**T don’t know of any- 
‘thing going wrong there. I would ex- 
pect, however, if any favors were granted 
it would be to uniformed men on the beat 
who might be induced to steer patrons in 
their direction.” 


7 
High Grade Steaks. 

On the general subject of petty grafting 
the chief was outspoken. 

 Suppose,.”’ he said, “ a policeman or a 
plain clothes man were in a saloon or re- 
sort and the manager should say, ‘Come 
around at 12 tonight and we will have 
supper ready for you.’ The suppose he 
ets out a high grade steak, as such per- 
sons ean afford to do, and with it the ci- 
gars and drinks. I say it isimpossible for 
mien to ‘+ce:ve such actention and not 
wrant favors in return. The eractive is 
damnable and must not be allowed.. 

“T have had one case where two Ppo- 
licemen were suspended for being charged 
with accepting a five dollar bribe. The 
officers denied it, and there was the word 
of only one man against them. His tes- 
timony seemed reliable, but it Was two 
agsinst one. This illustrates one of the 
difteulties I am up against in eliminating 
petty graft.” 

No Politics in Plans. 
The chief reiterated in positive language 
dhat he was not working politics or dis- 


_ eriminating against any class on the po~ 


lice force. | 
“The only orders I received from Mayor 
Thompson,” he said, “were to drive 


ihé crooks out of Chicago and to elimi- 


nate politics from the police department. 


‘ When I attempted to read to Mayor 
‘Thompson the names of the 140 men # 
was slating for investigation, he stopped 
me, saying he did not even want to know 
their names. 

“The firat officer I promoted was an 
Wishman, who was a Democrat in politics 
and a Roman Catholic in religion. I pro- 
moteé him on merit. 

“I never inquire as to a man's politics 
or religion and would prefer not to know 
what they afe. Sometimes the informa- 
ticn comes to me accidentally, but I do 
not let it tnfluence me: 


Force Free from Politics. 

*“T have only one ambition and that is 
to build up an efficient police force free 
from politics. I think the majority of 
the people of Chicago prefer that kind of 
a force. If I find they don’t, I will quit 


the job and give some one else @ chance 


to try.’

Many of the golf clubs throughout the 
land which seek and fai} to get one or an- 
other of the four chief annua) tourneys, 
may find the reason where they least sus- 
“pect it to reside~in the fact that their 
courses are not, in the classic phrase, 
“tests of golf.” That Ray or Vardon, 
Travers or Evans, Oulmet of Travis fails, 
after repeated trials, to play a course 
marked at (say) 75 par in less then 78 
or 80, is not by any means proof that the 
course is a fair test. It is, more‘than 
likely, proof that the way around has been 
made highiy hazardous without regard 
a properly played game. : 


eighteen so short in yards as barely to 
get within its par markings—a string of 
fifty for instance, ranging from 426 yards 
to 400—and yet far more difficult im the 
playing than others carrying 200 to 500 
more yards for the same par. The Chi- 
cago district contains two or three of the 
former kind that are not, despite the 
boasts of their members, good courses in 
the sense of being tests of good golf. This 
in some cases has striking illustration 
when the course is measured by the bogey 
man, who allows from eight to fifteep 
strokes more than provided by the fixed 
measurement of par. 
Course Building as a Science. 

The great new courses of the country 
are not the result of haphazard work, and 
tre old courses, also, which are now re- 
garded as great, are so because defects 
-have been remedied according to the mod- 
ern standards. Course building ie now, in 
@ sense, a sicence. It is ho longer a job 
for head gardener working under the di- 
rection of a so-called “ professional,” 
whose sole talent consists in his ability 
to play a first clees game or to correct 
the faults in the game of the amateura 
The story of the revision of numerous 
Chicago courses in the last few years is, 
in most cases, the story of a growing re- 
gard for the scientific aspects of golf. 

To boast that “‘ Chick’ has never yet 
made our links in better than three over 
par’”’ is not to prove that the links is a 
test of good golf, but, rather, that ft isa 
detiance of good golf. My point is that, if 
Eivans cannot do it, nobody else can. This 
is not necessarily to say that he is the best 
gcifer in the world, or in the country, or 
in the Chicago district—although I al- 
vays expect him to win, whenever or 
wherever entered. 


“Among Those Present——” 

A near-by city, populous and wealthy 
an] resourceful and enterprising and en- 
ergetic and proud, has since May l’been 
in quite a ferment. because its attention 
ws called to the fact that it has not been 
keeping up with golf.

HiE aeroscope at the San Francisco ex- 
position, though primarily an amuse- 
ment device, is one of the engineering 


marvels of the age. Weighing 620 tong 
and standing 265 feet above the ground 
surface when in a raised position, it is the 
largest passenger carrying machine ever built. 
Passengers on this form of merry-go-round 
are slung around in a circle of some 200 feet 
radius, and the feature has been most popu- 
lar during the fair. 


The aeroscope is fundamentally a trunnion 
baseule bridge, mounted on a revolvable tow- 
er. The tower, in turn, is mounted on a series 
of eight great trucks, which travel on a ninety 
pound rail, forming a circle sixty feet in 
diameter. Four of these trucks are provided 
with fifteen horse power motors and a train 


of gears which drives them in the same way 
as a street car truck. 


The operator or pilot travels with the car 
and directs its operation by means of a tele- 
phone to the motorman in the tower and by 
means of suitable interlocking signals. Both 
power and hand brakes are provided, and 
these, together with the interlocking signals 
and the care exercised in designing all the 
parts equally strong, guarantee absolute safe- 
ty. One year was required to erect the big 
machine, and so accurate was its design and 
erection that it went into service immediately 
on completion, without any preliminary trial.

Definition of Horse Power. 


To lift 550 pounds one foot in one second 
requires what is known as one horse power. 
Similarly, a horse power is able to raise twice 
that weight one foot in twice the time, or one- 
half foot in just that time. Moreover, it ean 
raise half 550 pounds one foot in half a sec- 
ond, or two feet in a second, and so on. There- 
fore when we lift one-fourth of that weight, 
137% pounds, four feet in one second, we are 
exerting a horse power. Accordingly, when a 
person who weighs 137% pounds runs upstairs 
at the rate of four feet a second, he is exert- 
ing the equivalent of a horse power. For a 
man weighing twice that much, 275 pounds, it 
would be necessary to climb at the rate of only 
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two feet a second to exert a horse power. It 
i; possible to do much more. As a matter of 
fact, a horse often exerts many times a horse 
power. The average horse can draw a wagon 
up a hill where a ten horse power engine with 
the same load would fail. A horse power does 
not represent the greatest momentary strength 
of the average horse, but is a measure of the 
power which he can exert continuously.

The Optician, an English publication, points

Job for Amateur Astronomers. 

_A persistent idea is that the moon is a dead 
planet, without air, water, and vegetation, but 
a different view is held by no. less an authority 
than Prof. W. H. Pickering. For more than 


twenty years he has recognized evidence of the 
existence of vegetation on the moon. The 


vitality of the impression that our satellite is 
lifeless is attributed to the fact that observers 
through a telescope usually give attention to 
the regions near the terminator, or edge of 
illumination, and what is seen is easily under- 
stood. The really interesting parts of the sur- 
face, however, are far from the terminator, in 
the regions of lunar summer. It is in these 
that changes are taking place, and they are . 
conspicuous even in telescopes of modera‘e 
capacity. Prof. Pickering suggests that the 
amateur may render valuable service to science 
by recording and publishing accurate observa- 
tions, with drawings, so that the changes may 
be gradually traced out. ‘ 
sities 
Germany Has Tire Problem. 

A prize of $25,000 has been offered by the 
‘German government for a satisfactory process 
of regenerating rubber. It is*not merely a 
reclaiming process that is desired, but a real 
regenerating process. Tle resiliency of the 
original rubber must be regained to an extent 
of at least 90 per cent in order to make the 
process eligible for competition. The tire 
problem is beginning to worry the army au- 
thorities, and negotiations are said to be pend- 
ing with the manufacturer of a well known 
fiber tire, of the tension type, which is ex- 
pected to solve the difficulty of obtaining rub- 
ber for pneumatics in sufficient quantity for 
army needs,

BOUT two years ago a timid, slender 
A youth of 16 years of age was often seen 
about the aviation field at Cicero, IIL, 
flying model aeroplanes. A year later 
found this boy flying his models better than 
any other boy student of aviation in the world. 
He could make the little models do all sorts of 
uncanny stunts, and he was busy finding out 
just how and why they did them..

_ rying machine which he has designed, built, 


paid for, and learned to operate himself, un- 
aided.

F women knew how much skin trouble 
| is due to the use of cosmetics con- 
taining poisonous ingredients, they 
would be a lot more analytical in buy- 
ing them. Know what is in the pow- 
Ger, the rouge, the cold cream, or any~ 
thing that you apply to the skin of your 
face! And be sure there is no lead, mer 
cury, or arsenic! Though bismuth ie not 
as dangerous unless there is an abrasion 
fm your skin, it Is just as well to leave 
lone cosmetics containing this ingredient! 
In time it has an injurious effect. Corro- 
sive sublimate is another name for mer- 
curic chloride and something that should 
never be applied to your skin. 

A moderate use of pure cosmetk pow- 
ders is not harmful to the skin. Instead, 
they furnish protection to the skin against 
the ravages of wind and sun and thus pre- 
serve ite texture. Unless your skin is ex- 
ceedingly greasy or you use impure pow- 
ders combined with a greasy application 


‘there is a danger of blackheads forming 


from the collection of powder and dirt in 
the openings of the fat glands. ‘If you 
cleanse your face thoroughly every night 
before you go to bed, using a good cold 
cream or hot water, a scrubbing brush 
and a pure soap, you will not suffer any 
skin discomfiture because of the use of 
powder, provided, of course, it contains 
no poisonous substance. 


Talcum and starch or rice powders are 
the most desirable bases for powders. 
Powdered starch and rice powder are the 
lightest and most absorbent. Talcum is 
equally good. It is highly absorbent and 
never changes. In case of. greasiness a 
little calcined magnesia may be used. 
Many powders on the market contain 
lead. I know a woman who had been 
using such a powder. Some friend recom- 
mended a cure for a pimple eruption on 
her face. It contained sulphur, The con- 
sequence was that after the sulphur ap- 
plication the woman actually turned 


for nearly a week and she was a sorry 
creature. When sulphur comes in con- 
tact with lead on the skin the effect is dis- 
astrous to beauty. White lead isa deadly 


poison to the skin. A good formula fora 


toilet powder is boric acid, one part; 
starch, four parts; and talcum, five parts. 
Your druggist may perfume as you desire. 
Making powders at home is not a success- 
ful operation generally. They must be 
smooth and without the druggist’s utensils. 
it is difficult to get them smooth. A 
simpler formula and a very excellent one 
is boric acid, one part, and talcum, nine 
parts. 
Liquid powder bought without thought 
as to what it contains has greater danger 
as a rule than the powdered form. It is 
put up primarily to bleach, and for that 
reason unscrupulous dealers are apt to 
put into their formula deadly ingredients. 
ip sticks and rouge preparations con- 
tain carmine. Carmine after long con- 
tinued use turns the skin dry and yellow. 
Vermilion is an active poison. Ifyou 
insist upon using rouge see that there are 
no harmful ingredients in it. And apply 
cream before you apply rouge and remove 
it thoroughly as soon as possible. 

Some freckle Jotions contain mercuric 
chioride in injurious quantities. 

Numerous cases of eczema and other 
diseases have followed the use of inju- 
rious paints and freckle locations. 

There is a skin application which is 
beneficial. It is called ‘“ Virgin Milk.” 
gt isa milky looking mixture, composed 
of tincture of benzoin and rosewater. It 
renders the skin soft and is said to pre- 
vent the formation of freckles. The form- 
ula is: Take of tincture of benzoin and 
glycerin each one ounce; mix well and 
then add two ounces of rosewater. Apply 
with your fingers after face and hands 
have been washed. Pure glycerin is irri- 
tating to most skins and should not be ap- 
plied without dilution. 

A word about the soap you use on your 
face. The natural color of soap varies 
from a dirty yellow to white. The natural 
color of the best quality of toilet soap is 
a creamy white. The dirty yeHow of 
common laundry soap ie the color of im- 
pure, cheap soap. Castile has a high rep- 
utation for superiority because it is made 
from olive ofl. But there is no other soap 
so much imitated as castile soap. So you 
want to be sure that you are getting the 
pure article—not an imitation. 

Green soap is a potash soap made with 
lingeed oil and alcohol Because it is irri- 
tating and ueeful to cut grease, it is too 
harsh to be used indiscriminately. Tino- 
tute of greer soap ts green soap dissolved 
in alcohol. Pure green soap, by the way, 
ig not green at all It is amber in color. 
When it is green it is colored. Medicated 
soaps should not be used without the ad- 
vice of a physician. You must be as care- 
ful about using soaps as powders and 


black in the face. The discoloration lasted , 
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paints, Corrosive sublimate, salicylic and 


carbolip- acids are employed in some medi- . 


cated soaps. So ignorant handling ‘of 
them is full of danger. 

The essentials of a good ‘soap.are that 
it ig to be made from fresh clean fats, be 
free from an excess of alkali or coconut 
oil. not sophisticated with resin, and that 
it should lather freely. Avoid medicated 
soaps, cheap common soaps, and freak 
seaps which claim to produce special ef- 
fect on the skin and confine yourself to 
soaps made by reputable manufacturers. 
If you want a soap for a curative quality 
you sould get the advice of a skin spe- 
Cialist or expert advice of some kind.

BED FOR SHOW PLACES. 
LOWER beds for decorations in 
public grounds are in a clasa by 
themselves. The scarlet cannas, 
pink géranium borders, yellow 
hedges of coreopels, or barriers of 
rosy hollyhocks, banked with vivid 
greens, are intended to paint pictures in 
color for the passing automobilist, or to 
attract the attention of the wandering 
tourist on a dietant path in the parks. 
At close range the fanciful shaped beds 
and brilliant ribbon borders are not com- 
panionabie. One can enjoy them far away 
more than close by. Scarlet geranium 
beds, vivid masses of golden glow, and 
flaming cannas in formal order trim pri- 
vate grounds. But when framed in per- 
fect turf, with backgrounds of emerald 
lawn, the real home gardener feels that he 
ie looking at a picture or a painted can- 
vas. The art of arrangement has run to 
the extreme and parted from nature. 
Formal gardening is a science by itself. 
There are conditions in parks and public 
grounds on a large scale in which It is the 
best way to plant. The floral adornments 
at San Francisco and at San Diego are 
designed to contribute to color the archi- 
tectural scheme. Secondary is the inten- 
tien to display California flora. 
When masses of color are used in in- 
formal gardens, good taste recommends 
that the values of blues (delphiniums), 
reds (bee balm), yellows, and rosy hues 
should be of egimilar intensity. If, for ex- 
ample, there is a splendid stand of lark- 
epur and pale pinks, and orange calen- 
dulas of vivid tones, the biue will make a 
spot by itself, the yellows another, and 
the pinks fade. The blues will be duller 
than if there were intermediates of green 
and white leading to the warm pink holly- 
hocks, or a thickt of coreopsis. Color 
questions are worth etudy.

on its head and four conspicuous tufts of 
cream colored hair on its body. The 
young caterpillars eat the green matter 
of leaves and, their mischief done, migrate 
to crevices of the tree trunks, fences, 
walla, or porches and apin cocoons of 
silky thread to cover themselves while 
they are being transformed to the next 
stage of their career. It is easy to dis- 
cover these cocoons by the hundreds ob 
city trees. The eggs remain dormant 
all winter and begin to hatch in May or 
June. Insect pests and birds prey upon 
them, but every one who has an infested 
tree can destroy the larve now, and the 
egg Mmasees later in the fall. Poke sticks 
against the cocoons, brush them out of 
the crevices in the tree bark, and burn 
them. A band of cotton batting around 
the trunk will prevent others from crawl- 
ing from the ground. A stiff brush can 
Clean the bark. Spraying young foliage 
in the spring with a liquid of four pounds 
of arsenate of lead to fifty gations of 
water is a preventive. It must be used 
carefully.

E have reason to believe that the 
early wines, the wines of his 
tory, were vinegars, that is, that 
the makers did not know hew to 
prevent them from going on to 

the vinegar stage. Our present word for 
vinegar comes from the greatest wine 
making country of the world and means 
simply sour wine (vin aigre). P 

If the same prejudice could be aroused 
againet vinegar that already exists 
against wine the world would unboubt- 
edly be infinitely better off in health. If 
we might banish vinegar for everything 
but flavoring purposes the gain would be 
incalculable. 

But many people will ask, “ How can 
we get along w hout pickes?’’ Wemay 


anewer that the werld has learned to get 


along without various stimulants and is 
the better for it. A stimulant does not 
need to be morally or instantly degrading 
to be bad. 

The great bulk of commercial pickles 
probably are used as a condiment when 
the food of a meal is eo badly cooked and 
#o horrid of flavor that the piquancy of 
the pickle le the only thing that makes 
it tolerable at all. Pickles are the worst 
Sort of a garnish with a sandwich, fer it 
Is much more harmful to eat pickle with 
bread than with meat A constant déet of 
beans and catsup ia as bad. Look out 


anemia in any of these cases. Harm- 
in any case, the pickle from an open 
in a cheap eating place is positively 
destructive. ~ 


The reMeh, which ie a pickle of a sort, | 


is a worldwide institution, bu® so are al- 


coholie drinks. The relish or pickle is | 
More necessary usually to the drinker | 


than to other eatere, for such people 


rarely chew their foods. Any gratifica- | 


tion they get from tastes must be foods 
which give taste instantaneously like 
pickles and drink. However, the relish 
that is eaten but a few days after i is 
pared, like the “tourshou" of the 
and Greeks, is not as worthters a 
food as one in which the vinegar has had 
time to stiffen every bit of cellulose in 
the vegetable used. The “ tourshou " !s 
in trany cases either made or served with 
oHve oll, so it hae that much food value 
and is much less harmful than the chut- 
neys of England and India, which are 
so highly spiced. 

The boiling of vinegar destroys the mi- 
mute fortins of life in it, which ultimately 
make cloudy filme and mother, ao that it 
is best to boil it even when ‘tt lis to be 
poured plain and cold over any pickle ma- 
terjal, as in the making of quick relishes 
or what is sometimes calied “ lazy wife 
pickle.” Thie letter is the easiest of all 
the picklee to make, and the cucumbers, 
which should be of medium rather than 
gherkin sige, are soon eatable and safer 
than when older, but they will keep for 
montha, 

The. proportions for this pickle are: To 
one gallon of vinegar, one cup each of 
salt, mustard, and sugar and a horserad- 
ish root. Wash cucumbers well and drain 
them, then throw them into the mixture 
and cover, not geal. The “ lazy wife” 
does not boil the vinegar, but others will. 


Celery Relish. 

The following is a“ tourshou”: Take 
any number of the tenderer stalks of cel- 
ery, wash and cut up into inch long pieces, 
put in a stone jar or deep bowl, cover the 
whole with vinegar and a tight cover. 
In a few days, two or three, thie will be 
ready to use. Some salt should be added, 
and any other seasoning to taste may be. 
A few cloves of gariic are commonly 
added. Garlic may be pickled In the same 
way, even the whole bulb without peeling. 
Dry onions are prepared In the same way, 
and covered with cooled boiled vinegar, 
but cooled salted water is also used. For 
pickling fruits tourshou style, wines and 
sugar are used, and they are left in the 
Sun. 


Corn Relish. 

A great many people think a cern relish 
one of the best. The following recipe 
wes given me several years since by a 
fine housekeeper: Part 1—Four lange 
chiens, one large cabbage, eight red pep- 
pers, twenty ears of corn, one and a half 
cups of sugar, one-half cup of salt, one 
Quart of vinegar. Bring these to « boll. 
l'art 2—Three tablespoons of mustard, one 
tablespoon of turmeric, one-half cup of 


flour, one level tablespoon of celery seed, |: 


cone scant quart of vinegar. Dissolve mus+ 
tard. flour, and turmeric in the vinegar 
until there are no lumps, add to the other 
ingredients, and cook all for thirty min- 
utes. This makes six quarts. » 


Red Oabbage Relish. 

The following relish is one I adapted 
from the French and tried cooking ft, in 
which fashion it was agreeable, though 
on the whole perhaps less wholesome, yet 
with the added food value ofa fat. Take 
off the outer and tmperfect leaves of the 
cabbage. wash and cut up as for coW 
slaw. Put Into an earthern crock, powder 
with fine salt, and leave tra cold place for 
two days, stirring several times in order 
that the salt may thoroughly penetrate 
the cabbage. By using more salt one 
may shorten the time. If but one small 
cabbage is uséd there wil) not be any 
liquid to drain off, but there will be ifa 
larger quantity ie used. When it is ready 
slice one er several onions into the bottom 
of the crock, tie up some whole peppers, 
a clove or two, and whatever spices you 
choose, in a bit of cheese cloth, and cover 
the whole with either cofd or boiling vine- 
gar, then leave for twenty-four hours. 

Garite may be used instead of onion. 


The sliced onion, which will be as red as, 


the cabbage, may be served separately as 
a hors d’oeuvre. To cook this put two or 
three tablespoons of bacon fat in the fry- 
ing pan, then put in two cups of the cab- 
bage relish, adding for each cup used 
one-half cup of cold water, and cook until 
the cabbage is soft. Any one who likes 
cooked cabbage will like this. 


| Beet Relish. 

There are a great number of beet rel- 
ise, some made for the day and some for 
the can. Here is one made to be used at 
once, although it will keep if due precau- 
tions are used: One quart of boiled beets 
chopped fine, one quart of raw cabbage 
chopped fine, one cup or less, according to 
taste, of grated horseradish, one cup of 


granulated fruger, one even tablespoon of 


salt, and pepper to taste. Vinegar enough 
to mix well,

OR the first time in 103 years Russia is wag- 
ing & war really within its own borders. The 
Crimean war took place upon an outpost, 

and the czar’s forces were defeated, as they 

were when his huge armies went to the far east 
in this century to battle with the Japanese on 


' glien territory. Now the Germans through Poland 


are aiming a blow at the heart of Russia. Mos 
cow, although far distant from the present seat of 
operations, is their objective, as it was in 1812, that 
of Napoleon. 

Will they be able, where he failed, to gain their 
goal? 

Or, gaining it, will they find their victory a bar- 
ren one, with ultimate defeat and a ruinous retreat 
the sequel? Or digging themselves in after each 
success, will they, by means of their splendid or- 
ganization, be able to keep up their supplies from 
the rear, and by repeated victorious advances, ap- 
proach until not only Moscow but Petrograd are 
theirs and the czar’s army is brought to its knees? 

Is the Russian retreat the sign of a failure of 
its army, or is it the precurser of @ coup such as 
that by which Alexander’s generals drew Napoleon 
into @ trap and then overwhelmed him with dig 
aster? 

The Germang have great advantages over Na- 
poleon. Nearly thirty railways carry troops and 
supplies to them. The country through which they 
advance is the same through which he went, but 
agriculture has greatly improved it, and manufac- 
tures have raised the miserable towns to rich and 
powerful cities.

Rely on Grand Duke. 

The Russians are in many respects still a primi- 
tive people. Their life in peace or in war still 
shows traces of their nomadic origin. Adopting 
modern arms, they yet fight much as did their 
ancestors. Their strategy may be at fault, but 
no one doubts the bravery of their overwhelming 

When they retreated before Napoleon in 1812, 
they left nothing in the territory they evacuated 
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supplies carried off, towns laid to the ground, and 
even when he reached Moscow it was only to see 
that ancient city in flames. 

Reports today show that something of the same 
tactics is in fashion. While they did not destroy 
Warsaw, Kovno, and other cities which they aban- 
doned to the advancing foe, they left no wealth to 
seize, no advantage which would accrue to the 
Germans when they came up. 

What is there up the eapacioug Russian sleeve? 
The nation, the court, the diplomats, and the gen- 
eral staff rely on Grand Duke Nicholas for the 
ultimate victory of the Russian arms. He has 
displayed magnificent generalship. The vast re- 
sources of the country and the people appear ani- 
mated with a patriotic unanimity to win. There has 
been a year in which to prepare even for defeat on 
Russian soil. Observers of events cannot believe that 
back of the Vistula, Russia is not prepared for any 
eventuality. The next few months will tell whether 
of not this beli@f is well founded. 

The readers of Tue Tripune need no reeapitula- 
tion of the part Russia has played in the war of the 
last twelve months; of the advance into East Prus- 
sia, into Galicia, and of the gradual beating back 
of its forces and the loss of the gains they had made 
mtil now the aggressive foe is pushing back the 
former invaders jnto .their own territory. The 
war and the’ territory in which it is waged sug- 
fests an analogy with the Napoleonic campaign of 
1812, the first serious blunder of the French em- 
peror and the one which knit his enemies into a 
‘ommon determination to put an end to bis military 
aggression. 

As Napoleon after he got inte Russia offered 
Alexander peace, so, too, has William extended 
terms to Nicholas. Alexander replied that rather 
than accept peace from the invaders he would move 
*astward to Kamchatka. NicHolas bas only offered 
tO retreat, still fighting, to the Urals. 

It may be well, therefore, to examine briefly the 
Russian campaign of Napoleon in its chief features 
for the purposes of comparison. 

Napoleon's demands on Russia of an embargo on 
England having been refused by the czar, the lat- 
ter entered into an agreement with Great Britain 
4nd determined to oppose the dictatorship of the 
French emperor. The Polish question, the annexa- 
tien of Oldenburg, and the frustration of Russian 
designs on Turkey, together with the alliance of 
Austria, Prussia, and the other German states on 
Napoleon's side showed Alexander that it was up 
to Russia to fight if French domination was not te 


be coexistent with the boundaries of all Europes.

. The Position of Armies, 

In May all negotiations for peace eeased, and 
Napoleon, who had made his plans of campaign, 
went to Dresden. His forees numbered 600,000. He 
had 1,300 cannon, 18,000 horses, and siege trains 
had gone on to Riga, Duneburg, Magdeburg, and 
Dantzig. The allies had their work cut out. Not 
“ly were they to supply men and munitions, bet 
Were to aid in supplying food and in transporting 


it. Oxen drew wagons of flour and rice. Dantzig 


held provisions for 400,000 for two months, and at 
Yarious other points were vast stores of food. The 
Campaicn was not started until the country through 
Which the army was to pass coud supply green 
fodder for the horses and oxen. | 

Napoleon arrived at Posen on the last day of 
May and then pushed on to ‘Kinigsberg. His army

first, Eugene the second, and Jerome the third. The 
main body, comprising the guards, had as corps 
commanders Davott, Ney, Oudinot, and Macdonald. 
Included in this were several bodies of Wurtemberg- 
ers, Prussians, and others. Murat had two corps 
of cavalry reserves. This main body, the flower 
of the army, totalled 250,000 men. 

Eugene’s force included French cavalry, Italian 


and Bavarian reserves, in all 80,000 troops. Jerome 


commanded Poles, Saxons, Westphalians, und a body 
of cavalry. Ip all it was about equal to Eugene's. 
The conscription, by which a jarge part of this huge 
force had been obtained, caused great dissatisfac- 
tion, and many of the soldiers were totally un- 
trained in war. | 

Napoleon’s forces were stretched over a line from 
Elbing and Kénigsberg along the river to Novo 
Alexandria, and dewn in Galicia Schwartzenberg 
stood ready with an Austrian army. 

Opposed to this huge invading foree, the Rus 
gians upder De Tolly, 110,000 strong, were north of 
Vilna, and under Bagration, 66,000, south of the 
Pripet, while back in Volhypia Tormassoff was as- 
sembling a third division. Bagration left 30,000 of 
his men with the latter to oppose the Austrians, 
who intended to wage wat independently of Na- 
poleon. The Russian campeign drawn up by Gen. 
Phull was to fall back to the Drissa intrenchments 
and there give battle, a second army meanwhile 
attacking in the flank and the’rear. Hopes were 
held that troops, not yet ready in Finland and 
Wallachia, might also be brought into action. 

Napoleon, not knowing his numerical advantage, 
planned to march by Kovno on Vilna with his own 
commasad, Macdonald with the left wing meanwhile 
crossing the Niemen at Tilsit with his Prussians 
and working north to separate De Tolly and Bagra- 
tion, ‘The other two armies were to follow and 
complete this breach, after which the two Russian 
forees were to be defeated separately.

Russ Retreat Frustrates Plan. 

The hugeness of the French army spoiled this 
plan, for De Tolly, unable to give battle, fell back, 
as did Bagration, and the joint retreat across the 
waste country frustrated Napoleon's design, while 
at the same time it led his pursuing army further 
end further into new territory, where the emperor's 
supply trains could not follow. Towards the last 
of June Napoleon crossed the Niemen, but found 
practically no enemy in front of him. He pro 
ceeded to Vilna, but was greatly disappoiptec at 
the lack of enthusiasm with which he was received.

Half the town 
was destroyed by the French fre, and, although 
the Russians retreated, the engagement was a 
barren victory for the French, |

Then, as before, Napoleon's judgment

wrong. 


He had started out believing that the success of 
his campaign depended on which side had the 
greatest patience. Murat, before the battle of Smo- 
lensk, warned him that a battle with the Russians 
could hardly be hoped for, and after Smolensk was 
taken his other aids had told him that it was a 
mistake to pursue. The reports of the inroads 
made on his troops by disease, by desertion, and by 
the warfare of the peasants on the way did not 
move him. He now forgot his plan of patience and 
bungered for decisive battle. He would defeat the 
Russian army and compel the czar to accept his 
terms. He was ignorant of the spirit of the Rus- 
sian people, of its patriotism inspired also by an 
almost fanatic religion, a spirit which would compel 
them te burn their cities and fight to the last man. 

He was encountering a wholly new. mode of 
warfare, 
paign, He became rattled, apparently, and dis- 
regarding the advice and requests of his generals, 


he neglected, at least, two first class opportu- | 


nities by which he might have crushed one or both 
of the Russian generals. 

He made a fatal mistake in waiting for the 
guards und the Poles to come to his aid, for during 
that wait the two Russian armies came wp and 
ansutned a strong position on the Moscow road. 
Then, too, Napoleon eame up along the right bank 
of the Dnieper, when he might bave attacked the 
Russians tn front, beaten them, and entered the 
dty.

french had expected to cross, and that 
Wittgenstein had defeated both Oudinot 
and, Victor. Pursued by Kutusoff and 
harried on the flanks by Wittgenstein 
and Tchitchagoff, the French position was 
most precarious. Napoleon ordered Ou- 
dinot, with 8,000 men, to hold off 
Tehitchagoff and to take the Beresina 
bridge, and Victor to repel Wittgenstein 
on the river. Then word came that the 
Russians had burned the bridge. 

Only the military genius of the French 
generals extricated their armies from 
the situation. The meticulous Russian 
commanders played into the foe's hands. 
None had marched far enough, through 
fear of the Corsican fox. Commanding a 
situation where they could have de- 
troyed the entire French army and prob- 
bly have captured Napoleon into the 
bargain, each commander delayed, hung 
back, and finally was outwitted, outgen- 
eraled, and beaten by the inferior French 
force.. By a ruse’ Oudinot deceived 
Tehitehagoff and built two bridges a)- 
most under the Russian's nore. Across 
these @ force of 12,000 men marched. The 
next day Napolecn and his force followed. 
Three times one bridge fell, drowning 
hundreds, but at last Eugene's aad Da- 
vout’s men ‘passed over, leaving 11.000 
under Victor to cover the retreat. 


With the thin theoemente which had 
joined Napoleon he mow had between 
30,000 and 35,000 men, with as many more 
unarmed stragglers. Victor was sudden- 
ly confronted and held by Wittgenstein 
with a much larger foreé, the Frénch rear 
guard having been taken by the Ruasians, 
and Tchitchagoff, joining forees with 
Wittgenstein, attacked Victor’ 8 7,000.men 
on ome side of the river and another force 
of 10,000 on the other side. In spite of 
the disparity of numbers, the French won 
out, defeating the Russians signally in 
one instance and escaping acrosa the river 
in the other. Thousands of straggiers 
perished on the bridge and in the river in 


the panic following the battle, and no less | 


than 5,000 were made prisonera. Four- 
nier says that 24,000 bodies, .frogen or 
drowned, were found on the battlefield, 
in the river, on eunirvts ancuadumect, brs cecgoes' 
cottages.

Apartment House Construction 
Holds Leading Place in 
New Ventures.

As tnttmated elsewhere, the one bright 
spot in the week's market was the really 
remarkable showing made in a building 
way. It wasrepresented both by land pur- 
chases involving proposed improvements 
and loans to the same end. The showing 
served to compensate for the unusually 
small and uninteresting movement of tm- 
proved, properties, It made a really im- 
pressive showing, and while it is the opin- 
ion of some that the sent activity ie 
likely to result in overbullding in certain 
localities and itn certain claeses of build- 
ings, this view is not shared by those be- 
hind thege undertakings, and it may be 
added that the larger proportion of them 
have had an extensive experience in this 
Held. 
~ While apartment house construction 
‘held first place as to volume, there were 
‘several new projects of a different char- 
acter announced, one being a $100,000 
storage warehouse in the Stony Island 
avenue district. Another wae a four 
story mill construction building for the 
occupancy of the Cole Motor company of 
Ilinois on Indiana avenue, south of Twen- 
ty-third street, to cost about §70,000 


Apartment Building Lively. 

Apartment house conetruction continues 
on a surprisingly large scale, in view of 
the complaints heard from time to time 
as to the large number of vacant apart- 
ments in various parts of the city. Much 
also is doing in outside business buildings, 
perticu‘'arly those containing theaters. 

Two new big apartment building proj- 
ects are announced in the Wileon avenue 
Gistrict. One is the Clarendon Beach 
apartments at 827-837 Wilson avenue, be- 
tween Sheridan road and the Clarendon 
avenue beach. The building, which is 
being erected by David H. Jackson, is on 
a lot fronting 126% feet with a depth of 
194 feet, and with an additional! plot in the 
rear of S8xill fé@et. 

The building will be four stories and 
basement and will have twenty-six suites 
of two room apartments, each with a bath, 
and nirety bachelor apartments.
